Mr. Berry asked Admiral Walker 


this .question: 


"Will an ordinary war vessel run 


now from the Philippine Islands to 
San .Francisco and back again without 
coaling?" Admiral Walker replied: 
"No; they should take on coal some- 
where. These ships which it Is said 
are to leave San Francisco with troops 
and supplies for the Philippine Isl- 
ands, will have to stop at Honolulu— 
that Is, they all will stop there." 


While Admiral Walker Is not the 


official-who directs the movements of 
the vessels, n« is so close to the Secre- 
tary ot the Navy, that his statement 
is almost authoritative, and we may 
expect that the vessels will call at this 
port.

According to my /best recollection, 


and subject to correction upon' further 
examination of documentary evidence, 
the circumstances under which the 
lease from the Government to the O. 
R. & L. Co., of the wharf frontage 
and the location of the terminal divi- 
sion. _was granted, were as follows: 


The original location of the Railroad 


ibegan at «ing street, Including the 
present depot and railroad yards. 
Sometime after this location was ap- 
proved, (Mr. DUlIngham had an inter- 
view .with me: in which he stated that 
It was necessary for the successful 
conduct of .the • railroad that they 
should be able to receive and deliver 
freight ^directly from and to the ship- 
ping, and wanted to know If the 
Government would not put in a wharf 
on that flide, of the : harbor. 


Mr reply was that I could see the 


value to the Railroad of access to the 
harbor/but that there was no appro- 
priation then available with which the 


' Government could. constrict' the wharf. 


Mr. Dilllngham then/proposed that

Also to subdivision 7 on page 5 of 


the lease.wblch reads: ."Notwithstand- 
ing, the above demise If It should be 
deemed necesaary at any time by tbe 
Minister of tne Interior to change the 
location of said wharf or wharves or 
of Any JBlled in premises for the bene- 
fit or improvement of tbe Harbor of 
Honolulu, the Government shall have 
the right'at its own expense to make 
such. change without' paying to the 
Company any consequential damages 
for loss of use of said. premises, loss 
of business, or otherwise, or any dam- 
ages other than the 'kind specified

(The damages "specified above" be- 


ing the actual cost.of material which 
the Government might 'take from the 
Company.) 


.Also to. the clause beginning on page 
5 and ending on .page 6 whereby the 
Company covenants that whenever the 
Government either by lapse of the 
lease or by taking possession under 
the terms to take the lease, performs 
the conditions,by which it is allowed 
to take possession, under the lease, the 
"Company will peaceably quit and de- 
liver up to the said 'Minister,- or hie 
successors in office or assigns all of 
tbe premises hereby demised." 
1 call your attention to the fact that 


all of -these provisions and tbe •: very 
lease itself are.absolutely inconsistent 
with a permanent grant or any step 
in the direction of allowing the Rail- 
road Company to acquire permanent 
title to the harbor frontage. 


I understand that it is being urged 


In behalf of "the Company that the 
Government In now attempting to re- 
sume occupation of the harbor strii 
of land by the terms of the lease, and 
to construct Government wharves on 
that side of the harbor, has. changed 
the policy which it had in 1890 twhen 
the lease wad made, and is acting in 
bad. faith with the Company. I canno 
•believe .that Mr. Dlllingham can have 
made any such statement or argument 
for nothing can be further from the 
truth. All of my acts at that time as 
(Minister of the Interior were taken 
upon full consideration by the entire 
Cabinet and after many discussions 
and many interviews. The policy of 
^the Government then was exactly 
what it is now; that is, to own ant 
control the harbor frontage. At tha 
time the plan of the wharves in that 
part of the harbor had not been de- 
cided upon and there was no appro- 
priation with which to build a Govern 
ment wharf. It was the full Intention 
and policy of the Government at tha 
time to develop at an early date the 
wharfage on the Ewa side of the bar 
bor. All this, Mr. Hillingham :knew 
fully, clearly and completely. Pending 
. 


•Dilliigham at ;«be^time that"! was a" 
iftrm believed to tiwi policy of the Gov- 
ernment absolutely owning, "and con- 
trolling *ne wharvea; and the harbor 
front; that the Government was not 
In a position to ;now build a wharf, 
.but recognizing the value to the pub- 
lic and the railroad, and desfaring to 
facilitate his operations in every prop- 
er way, I would consent to his con- 
structing a wnarf, upon the condition 
that it should. not interfere with the 
plan of location of wharves on the Ewa 
eide of the harbor which might ulti- 
mately be adopted, which, proposition 
Miv Dlllingham Immediately agreed .to. 


About this time, or perhaps a little 


previous thereto, the railroad acquir- 
ed the Yeoman's estate land on the 
west side of the harbor and claimed 
that It reached to deep water, giving 
him the deep water frontage on the 
harbor. 
I caused the line of the Yonman's 


land to be located either by the sur- 
vey department, or by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Wprks, I forget 
which, and found that between that 
line and deep water, there lay a strip 
of shoal water of practically the same 
depth as that over the Youman'e prop- 
erty which the railroad had acquired. 


•1 thereupon Informed Mr. Dilllng- 


ham that I did not admit *h>t his prop- 
erty came to deep water; that the 
etrip of shoal between the line of his 
property and deep water belonged to 
the Government and that in pursuance 
of the ^policy of Sovernment owner- 
ship and control of the harbor front- 
age I could not consent to the loca- 
tion of the terminal division which he 
was then seeking to obtain, unless 
and until the question of the owner- 
ship of thia atrip was settled. He urg- 
ed that the question of the ownership 
of this strip foe postponed and be set- 
tled by 
I refuses to consent to this. I told 


him that the Government had no de- 
sire to hamper him in his operations 
and that no charge would be made- 
to him for the occupation of the strip, 
but that there must be a definite agree- 
ment and understanding as to the title. 
I thereupon offered to lease to the 
Railroad the strip In question at a 
nominal rental for a limited period, 


Mr. DUUngham was very loath to 


acknowledge the Government owner- 
ship in tie strip in question, toot final- 
ly after several weeks negotiation, the 
matter was agreed to. 


Not having the documents before me 


I do not know, what the relative dates. 
of the location of the terminal division 
and the lease are. The official approv 
al of the location of the "division la 
endorsed trpon the map showing the 
location. 


I not* that in Mr. Hartvelfs not«§ 


given to you he suggests that the ap- 
proral of tb« harbor location which is 
redted in the lease as extending to 
deep water, may (Tire the Railroad the 
rigbt to condemn the tiarbor fronUfre. 


The fact is thai the location of the 


terminal dtvlKlon and tbp leawtothe 
Railroad of ib* Ocvermnenl strip In 


were *OI part of th* 


the discussion of the exact location 
of the wharves and an appropriation 
therefor, permission was given to Mr 
DiUingham to temporarily locate a 
wharf and temporarily lease the gov 
eminent land fronting the harbor fo 
10 years, subject to cancellation a 
any time, in order that the Railroad 
business might not be hampered. 


• The plans of wharves which th 
Railroad Company now urges, or om 
similar thereto, was drafted and pre- 
sented to me at the time by Mr. Dil 
lingham. Then, as now, Mr. Rowel 
preferred the plan which I understand 
he still prefers—that it is a straigh 
wharf from near the Lime Kilns 'to 
near the cattle wharf. My belief a 
the time, fully" expressed to both Mr 
•Rowell and <Mr. Dlllingham, was tha 
•Mr; pllllngham's plan was the best 
that Instead of the basin from -th 
lime Kilns up to King street bridge 
and toward the present eattte wharf 
betog fifled In, it should be 'excavated 
making additional harbor room, an 
by the plan of wharves which Mr 
Dlllingham advocated being adopted 
giving much more frontage than th 
straight line plan proposed by Mr 
Rowell. I, at the time, however, tol>" 
Mr. Dlllingham that what I shoul 
advocate would be the condemnation 
by the Government and taking fron 
the Railroad Company all the lane1 
necessary to be so excavated and th 
frontage back from the water edg 
so produced, for not less than 100 feet 
Mr, Dilllngham replied that the Gov 
eminent could,' of course, aF-any time 
do so, provided that k pay for the lanf 
so taken.

(Below is the first publication here 


of the first real fight In the Atlantic.) 


• ariar -weary Fla., May 12.—When 
the 'United States gunboat Hudson 
came up to the government dock at 
8 o'clock this morning the bodies -of 
fire dead men .were lying oh her after 
fleck. They were the remains of En- 
sign W. Bagley and four memBers of 
the crew of the: torpedo .boat'Winslow, 
•who were killed in an engagement. In
